HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 

The  demand  for  Home  Help  in  the  Worksop  Rural  District 
increases  as  the  amenities  of  the  service  become  more  widely 
known. - 

Home  Helps  are  available  for  households  where  domestic 
help  is  needed  owing  to  the  presence  of  anyone  who  is  sick, lying-in, 
an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged  or  a  child  not  over 
compulsory  school  age. 
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The  work  undertaken  by  these  women  does  not  include  nursing 
or  widwifery  duties,  and  they  are  not  used  as  “  sitters-in/'  but 
they  do  the  ordinary  domestic  work  usually  undertaken  by  the 
mother  of  a  family,  which  may  include  cleaning,  cooking,  washing, 
care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  3s.  6d.  per  hour  except  where 
the  patient  is  unable  to  afford  that  amount,  when  the  County 
Council’s  Scale  of  Assistance  is  applied.  Home  Helps  are  paid 
by  the  County  Council  and  necessary  travelling  expenses  are 
reimbursed. 

Cases  needing  help  should  be  reported  to  the  Home  Help 
Service,  61  Carlton  Road,  Worksop — Telephone  :  Worksop  2884, 
where  the  service  is  administered  by  a  District  Organiser  and  an 
Assistant.

1.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  home  conditions  and  possible  sources  of  infection  of 
all  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year  have  been 
investigated.  Where  necessary  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  patient 
are  fumigated  and  the  householders  are  given  instructions  on  the 
cleansing  of  the  houses  and  effects,  disinfectant  fluid  is  supplied 
by  the  Council,  free  of  charge,  for  this  purpose. 

Ten  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  eight  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  notified  during  the  year. 

Eight  hundred  and  fifty-two  visits  were  also  made  in  connection 
with  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning,  dysentery,  contacts,  etc.

In  addition  to  the  parish  of  Blyth,  the  Rural  District  Council 
is  the  responsible  authority  for  the  distribution  of  the  supplies 
in  their  area  for  the  parishes  of  Carlton-in-Lindrick,  Hodsock, 
Styrrup-with-Oldcotes,  Nether  Langwith  and  part  of  Harworth. 
The  National  Coal  Board  undertake  distribution  of  the  water 
to  Bircotes  Colliery  village  ;  and  Welbeck  Estates  Co.  Ltd.,  is 
responsible  for  the  parishes  of  Carburton,  Norton,  Holbeck,  Welbeck 
and  Cuckney. 


(a)  Bacteriological  Examination. 

Samples  of  water  from  the  six  public  supplies  were  taken 
regularly  throughout  the  year  and  the  results  indicate  that  a  high 
standard  of  bacterial  purity  was  generally  maintained. 

Seventy  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examinations  ; 
the  reports  on  sixty-eight  of  these  samples  were  satisfactory  and 
two  were  unsatisfactory.  The  two  unsatisfactory  samples  were 
from  the  same  source  of  supply  and  were  probably  due  to  a  faulty 
chlorination  plant  which  was  subsequently  renewed.  Further 
samples  from  this  source  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

One  pre-chlorination  sample  was  taken  ;  the  bacteriological 
examination  report  on  this  sample  was  also  satisfactory. 

(b)  Chemical  Analysis. 

Eight  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis  from  the 
six  public  supplies  during  the  year. 

The  reports  on  all  the  samples  were  satisfactory  and  the 
following  is  a  copy  of  the  Analyst’s  reports,  on  samples  from  each 
source.

Ninety-two  additional  houses  have  been  supplied  with  water 
from  the  public  mains  during  the  year.

(ii)  Private  Supplies. 

The  Bungalow,  Common  Lane,  Harworth.  (Owner  :  Exors.  of  W. 
Hunt). 

A  sample  of  water  from  the  shallow  well  supplying  this  dwelling 
revealed  that  the  well  was  polluted.  After  cleansing  of  the  well 
and  remedial  works  had  been  carried  out,  however,  further  samples 
indicated  that  the  supply  of  water  had  been  made  satisfactory. 
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3.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  following  extensions  to  foul  water  sewers  were  completed 
during  the  year  by  contractors  in  the  course  of  erection  of  Council 
houses  : — 

(1)  A  septic  tank  and  138  yards  of  foul  water  sewer  in  6-in. 
earthenware  pipes  were  constructed  to  serve  houses 
erected  by  the  Council  in  Pagdin  Drive,  Styrrup. 

(2)  18  yards  of  foul  water  sewer  in  6-in.  earthenware  pipes 
were  constructed  to  serve  houses  erected  by  the  Council 
in  Rutland  Crescent,  Harworth. 

(3)  72  yards  of  foul  water  sewer  in  6-in.  earthenware  pipes 
were  constructed  to  serve  bungalows  in  course  of  erection 
by  the  Council  in  Beech  Road,  Harworth. 

All  the  above  works  were  carried  out  by  contract. 

Harworth  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

The  unsatisfactory  conditions  prevailing  at  Harworth  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  have  been  the  cause  of  some  concern  for  a  con¬ 
siderable  time,  and  particularly  so,  since  a  rather  obnoxious  trade 
effluent  was  accepted  for  discharge  into  the  Council's  sewers  from 
the  Glass  Bulbs  Factory  a  few  years  ago.  The  scheme  prepared  by 
Messrs.  John  H.  Haiste  &  Partners,  Leeds,  the  Council’s  Consulting 
Engineers,  for  improvements  and  additions  to  the  Works,  has  now 
been  accepted  by:  the  Ministry,  and  the  contract  was  advertised 
some  time  ago. 

The  scheme  provides  for  new  settlement  tanks,  dosing  tank, 
hlter  beds  and  humus  tanks  ;  a  new  sludge  pumping  station,  with 
sludge  drying  beds,  sludge  digestion  tanks  and  other  ancilliary 
works.  In  addition  it  is  proposed  to  re-lay  certain  lengths  of 
existing  sewers  in  the  Harworth  Old  Village. 

Tenders  have  been  considered  and  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  has  now  authorised  the  acceptance  of  the 
fixed  price  tender  of  Messrs.  Pridmore  and  Broadhead  Ltd.,  Public 
Works  Contractors,  Doncaster,  in  the  sum  of  £70,679  17s.  4d.  for 
these  works.  A  tender  in  the  sum  of  £3,532  10s.  Od.  has  also 

been  accepted  from  Messrs.  Wallwin  (Pumps)  Ltd.,  Warwick,  for 
pumping  plant  and  machinery. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  (September,  1961)  the  work 
has  not  yet  started,  but  as  the  contract  documents  have  been 
signed,  it  is  not  anticipated  a  commencement  will  be  long  delayed. 
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Styrrup-with-Oldcotes  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Village  of  Oldcotes. 

I  reported  last  year  on  the  progress  made  by  the  Council’s 
Consulting  Engineers,  Messrs.  John  H.  Haiste  and  Partners  of 
Leeds  in  the  preparation  of  a  scheme  to  provide  main  drainage 
facilities  in  the  village  of  Oldcotes,  and  the  arrangements  made 
with  the  Kiveton  Park  Rural  District  Council  for  the  sewage  from 
the  village  of  Firbeck  to  be  jointly  dealt  with  in  this  proposed 
scheme.  I  further  reported  upon  the  intention  to  treat  the  sewage 
from  the  two  villages  referred  to,  Oldcotes  and  Firbeck,  at  the 
Council's  existing  Sewage  Works  in  the  parish  of  Hodsock. 
Reference  was  also  made  to  the  necessity  for  the  existing  Works 
at  Hodsock  to  be  improved  and  enlarged  to  cope  with  the  anticipated 
increased  flow. 

The  Council  was  authorised  to  invite  tenders  for  the  laying 
of  sewers  throughout  the  village  of  Oldcotes,  the  erection  of  a 
pumping  station  with  ancilliarv  works,  and  the  construction  of 
one  additional  filter  bed  at  the  Hodsock  Sewage  Works.  Tenders 
were  duly  considered  and  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Go  verm 
ment  authorised  the  acceptance  of  the  tender  in  the  sum  of 
£31,673  Is.  lid.  from  Messrs.  Lileworth  Contractors  Ltd.,  Sheffield, 
in  respect  of  the  construction  of  sewers,  pumping  station  etc.,  and 
the  tender  for  pumping  plant  from  Messrs.  Tuke  and  Bell  Ltd., 
Lichfield,  in  the  sum  of  £1,680  10s.  Od.  The  tender  received 

from  Lileworth  Contractors  Ltd.  includes  for  the  construction  of 
an  additional  filter  bed  at  Hodsock  Sewage  Works,  but  it  is  likely 
this  filter  will  actually  be  constructed  as  part  of  the  reconstruction- 
work  to  the  Hodsock  Sewage  Disposal  Works  which  will  be  a  separate 
contract.  The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  are  at  present 
completing  their  proposed  scheme  for  the  reconstruction  of  the 
existing  Works. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  Messrs.  Lileworth  Con¬ 
tractors  Ltd.  commenced  work  on  the  laying  of  sewers  in  Oldcotes, 
under  their  contract,  during  this  month  of  September. 

Village  of  Styrrup. 

As  I  have  previously  reported,  it  is  intended  to  provide  main 
sewerage  facilities  in  the  village  of  Styrrup  by  pumping  the  sewage 
to  the  Harworth  Sewage  Disposal  Works  for  treatment.  By  virtue 
of  this  proposed  arrangement,  the  proposals  for  the  villageof 
Styrrup  of  necessity,  have  had  to  await  the  progress  made  with  the 
suggested  improvement  and  enlargement  of  the  Harworth  Works. 
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The  progress  made  in  this  connection,  referred  to  in  a  previous 
paragraph  under  Harworth  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  has  enabled 
substantial  progress  to  be  made  in  the  formulation  of  the  scheme 
for  Styrrup. 

Messrs.  John  H.  Haiste  &  Partners  have  completed  the  prepar¬ 
ation  of  this  scheme,  which  is  at  present  being  considered  by  the 
Ministry. 


4.  CLOSET  CONVERSIONS. 

The  Council  continued  to  approve  a  grant  to  owners  of  dwelling- 
houses  of  50%  of  the  total  cost,  but  not  exceeding  £15  per  dwelling- 
house,  towards  the  cost  of  converting  sanitary  conveniences  of  the 
conservancy  type  into  water  closets  where  application  was  made 
and  a  contribution  recommended  under  Section  47  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936. 

Contributions  towards  the  cost  of  conversions  were  approved 
under  this  Act  in  respect  of  15  dwellinghouses  during  the  year. 

Conversions  were  also  carried  out  with  aid  of  grant  under  the 
House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959  and  the  Housing  (Financial 
Provisions)  Act,  1958. 

A  total  of  28  conversions  were  completed  during  the  year, 
5  in  the  parish  of  Blyth,  2  in  the  parish  of  Carburton,  12  in  the 
parish  of  Carlton-in-Lindrick,  3  in  the  parish  of  Cuckney,  4  in  the 
parish  of  Harworth,  and  2  in  the  parish  of  Hodsock. 


5.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Scavenging  services  were  operated  by  direct  labour  throughout 
the  district. 

The  service  consisted  of  the  weekly  emptying  of  dustbins  and 
pail  closets,  and  the  cleansing  of  privies  and  ashpits  every  six 
weeks.

Controlled  tipping  was  carried  out  as  far  as  possible. 
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Routine  treatments  of  refuse  tips  were  carried  out  during  the 
year  to  prevent  nuisance  from  rats  etc. 

The  Council  maintained  and  operated  two  Austin  refuse 
collection  vehicles  and  two  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  vehicles  of  16/18 
cubic  yard  and  13  cubic  yards  capacity. 

Twenty-one  men  were  employed  on  an  average  throughout 
the  year  on  refuse  collection  and  disposal.

6.  INFESTATION. 

(a)  Bed  Bugs. 

Only  three  cases  of  infestation  of  bed  bugs  came  to  the  notice 
of  the  Department  during  the  year. 

The  treatment  consisted  of  the  removal  of  all  skirting  boards, 
picture  rails,  architraves  etc.  followed  by  thorough  spraying  with 
insecticide  containing  DDT  repeated  until  complete  disinfestation 
was  achieved. 
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(b)  Rodent  Control. 

The  refuse  tips,  sewage  disposal  works  and  other  lands  and 
premises  owned  or  occupied  by  the  Council  were  kept  under  obser¬ 
vation,  but  on  only  three  occasions  was  treatment  for  rat  infestation 
found  to  be  necessary. 

During  the  year  the  main  sewerage  systems  in  the  district 
were  test  baited  and  minor  infestations  thus  revealed  were  dealt 
with  satisfactorily. 

54  minor  infestations  of  rats  and  1  infestation  of  mice  were 
also  dealt  with  in  connection  with  dwellinghouses.

Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958. 

The  Slaughterhouse  (Reports)  Direction,  1959. 

In  December,  1960,  the  Council  considered  and  accepted  the 
report  submitted  under  the  provisions  of  Section  3  (1)  of  the 
Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958.  These  provisions  required  the  Authority 
to  report  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  on — 

(a)  The  existing  and  probable  future  requirements  of  their 
district  for  slaughterhouse  facilities. 

(b)  The  slaughterhouse  facilities  which  are,  or  are  likely  to 
become  available  to  meet  these  requirements. 

The  report  was  duly  accepted  by  the  Minister  in  April  this 
year,  and  the  appointed  day  is  to  be  fixed  at  1st  January,  1962. 
From  the  appointed  day,  all  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  must 
comply  with  the  construction  regulations. 

There  are  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  which  could 
be  brought  up  to  the  required  standard  and  may  continue  in  use 
after  the  1st  January,  1962.  The  bulk  of  the  meat  consumed  in 
the  district  is  obtained  wholesale  by  butchers  from  the  Wholesale 
Markets  at  Sheffield,  Doncaster  and  Retford,  and  the  three  privately 
owned  slaughterhouses  at  present  in  use  may  be  said  only  to  supple¬ 
ment  the  bulk  purchases. 
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Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960. 


With  the  introduction  of  the  above-named  Act  during  the 
year,  the  Council  gave  consideration  to  the  issue  of  licences  in 
respect  of  several  existing  sites  which  were  in  use  when  the  Act 
came  into  operation.  Three  licences  for  communal  sites  were 
subsequently  issued  as  follows  : —

Sites  Nos.  1  and  2  are  licensed  for  continuous  use  throughout 
the  year,  whilst  Site  No.  3  is  licensed  for  a  restricted  period  only — - 
1st  March  to  31st  October  in  any  year. 

The  licences  issued  contained  conditions  which  necessitated 
the  owners  being  required  to  undertake  much  site  work,  such  as 
extension  of  water  services,  provision  of  additional  lavatory  accom¬ 
modation,  construction  of  service  roads  etc.,  at  some  considerable 
expense,  and  a  period  of  six  months  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the 
licence  was  allowed  for  the  completion  of  the  works  and  compliance 
with  the  conditions  of  the  licences.  In  no  case  has  these  additional 
works  been  fully  completed,  and  the  subsequent  action  to  be  taken 
is  under  active  consideration. 


The  recent  Circular  issued  by  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer, 
on  reduction  of  public  spending,  will  inevitably  result  in  a  further 
curtailment  of  the  house  building  programme.  It  must,  therefore 
be  anticipated  that  a  greater  demand  for  use  of  caravans  as  per¬ 
manent  means  of  living  accommodation  will  be  made.  The  Council 
has  realised  this  for  some  time,  and  they  are  anxious  to  provide 
their  own  communal  caravan  site  or  sites  in  the  area.  We  have 
so  far  not  found  it  possible  to  obtain  a  suitable  site  for  the  purpose, 
which  the  Local  Planning  Authority  is  prepared  to  approve,  but 
our  efforts  in  this  connection  will  continue
